B altim ore. Nov. 8.— H u b ert L ath am 
probably w as th e only av iato r in Bal­ 
tim ore who believed he would accom ­ 
plish a flight of 
nearly 
twenty-five 
miles, about half of it over th is city. 
P redictions th at he would be killed, 
th at he would fail in th e a tte m p t and 
th a t he would not even m ake th e v en ­ 
ture w ere abundant. 
Now L ath am is 
hailed on all sides as a hero w ho has 
accom plished the impossible. 
H e established a new record 
for 
over city flight and disclosed new pos 
nihilities in aviation. 
T h e incentive for the flight w as a 
prize of $5,000. offen d by the Sun for 
a trip over a prescribed route from 
and re tu rn in g to th e aviation field. 
I^atham w as to follow the course of 
th e P atapsco river from n ear the a\i- 
ation field to Fort M cHenry, w hore 
b an n er furnished Francis Scott K< y 
the inspiration for his fam ous poem, 
thence up th e inn er harb or to and 
around the Sun building, th ence en t 
to th e city limits, a mile north, iv <! 
thence west to Druid Hill park, down 
C harles stre e t to B altim ore and then < 
again w est and la te r so u th w est to the 
aviation field. 
T h ere w as to 
a 
short detour for th e benefit of 'toss 
W inans, a w ealthy invalid, who, u n­ 
able to leave his home, offered an 
additional $500 if L atham would (erne 
within his range of vision. 
All this L atham accom plished and 
into th e pro gram m e he injected some 
wonderful evolutions. 
He varied his 
altitude from 400 to 2,000 feet and had 
to contend with wind blow ing from 
seven to fifieen miles an hour. 
He 
used 
his fifty-horsejjower A ntoinette 
and was in the air forty-two m inutes. 
It Is estim ated th at the flight w as w it­ 
nessed by 500,000 people. 
Every point of van tage about the 
city w as occupied.
